Mr. Habeeb warned that if the 
"basic Treasury philosphy is ac- 
cepted by Congress, this will au- 
tomatically reduce the amount of 
mortgage money available for 
home financing.” As a result, he 
predicted, the mortgage market 
will “tighten up,” fewer funds will 
be available to home buyers and 
builders, and mortgage interest 
rates will rise. 

The savings and loan official 
pointed out that nationally, ac- 
cording to estimates of the United 
States Saving and Loan League, 
the tax change will cut back 
availability of home mortgage fi- 
nancing by $5 billion to $6 billion 
a year, or about 40 per cent of the 
current savings and loan lending 
volume. 

“With savings and loan associa- 
tions the single largest source of 
home credit, the removal of such 
sizeable amounts of mortgage 
funds from the market would have 
sharply adverse effect on home 
buying,” said Mr. Habeeb.
